THE COMMITTEES. 
SLEEPING-CARS. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., March 20.—[Special. [— 
The sub-committee of the Senate Committee 
on Municipalities reported back the Hereley 
Sleeping-Car bill this afternoon, with the 
recommendation that the idea of the Haines 
bill, now in the House, be substituted for it. 
The report was received, but action thereon 

was deferred until another meeting. 
QUOTATIONS FOR THE BUCKET-SHOPs. 

The same committee, against the protests 
of Senators Campbell and Condee, decided 
to report favorably on Tom Merritt's bili to 
compel Boards of Trade to furnish market 
quotations to the public, under the 
penalty of forfeiting their charters, 
and an additional penalty of fine 
and imprisonment to be visited on 
their officers. » Campbell and Condee evident- 
ly thouglit there was a decided flavor of 
„bucket-shop“ about the measure. 

USELESS COURTS. 

The House Judiciary Committee discussed 
and referred to a sub-committee consisting 
of Yancey, Cooke, and Worthington, Yan- 
cey’s bill to do away with a lot of useless 
county courts and to substitute therefor one 
court each in what are to be known as coun- 
ty-court judicial districts. The sub-comumit- 
tee will try to map out the State into such 
districts. 

BURGLARY. 


The same committee decided to recom- 
mend Yancey’s Burglary bill, as amended by 
Mr. Kimbrough. In its present shape the 
bill limits burglary to offenses in the night- 
time, or, in other words, restores common- 
law burglary. For house-breaking in the 
night-time it makes the punishment impris- 
onment for not less than five years and not 
more than twenty, except where the burglar 
has.on his person a deadly weapon or some 
anesthetic, in which case the imprisonment 
may be anywhere from ten years to life. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The joint committee appointed to visit the 
State charitable institutions exhibited the 
average committee’s regard for the reports 
and the voluminous advice of the State 
Board of Charities by knocking off $25,800 
from the appropriations recommended by 
the board for the Kankakee Insane on bt 
The same committee has also lopped off $17,- 
000 from the board’s recommendations in 
favor of the Elgin asylum and $1,000 in the 
case of the Eye and Ear Infirmary at Chicago. 

The House Committee on Penal and Re- 
formatory Institutions considered the esti- 
mates for the Joliet Penitentiary and the Re- 
form School at Pontiac. For the latter they 
agreed to the appropriation of $31,500 for a 
new family building, and to all the amounts 
asked for as annual expenses, about $91,000. 
The committee are very complimentary 


toward the management of the institution. 


For Joliet the committee allowed the usual 
$30,000 for contingent expenses, $7,000 
for repairs, including a new roof 
on 8 ce and a railing around 
the guard-walls, $6,500 for an artesian well, 
and 46 for sewerage repairs. They cut 
out sum of $32,000 asked for a new chapel, 
and chopped down the amount for new ov- 
ens from $5,000 to $1,000. When the com- 
mittee took up the Chester Penitentiary ap- 
propriations, they decided that y were 
somewhat in the dark as to what is actually 
needed, and concluded to hold another ineet- 
ing tomorrow and listen to statements by 
Gen. Martin, one of the Commissioners. 
BOUNTY REFUSED. 

The House Committee on Agriculture 
wisely concluded to strangle a scheme by 
which it was proposed to saddle on the State 
the payment of a royalty of 75 cents a ton on 
alla r cane raised, and acent a pound on 
all sugar made therefrom in this State. It 
was shownin the committee that the pay- 
ment of this royalty would make the crops 
of cane on ordinary farm land at present 
market rates worth an acre. This would 
make cane-growing so popular that the State 
would soon be bankrupted paying royalties. 


GOSSIP. 
RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE COMMISSION. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 20.— [Special.] — 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
Brainard and Strattan have been in their of- 
fice most of the day, looking into various 
matters and getting the hang of things gen- 
erally. The semi-monthly meeting of the 
board will be. held tomorrow, but nothing 
beyond the ordinary routine matters of the 
office will be attended to. Commissioner 
Lewis is still sick at his home, and the two 
other Commissioners, constituting a quorum, 
will proceed with the transaction of 
the routine business. Nothing is to 
be done in the matter of  select- 
ing the new “Secretary or filling 
the other subordinate place until Mr. 
Lewis is able to meet with his brother Com- 
missioners. In spite of some protests to the 
contrary on the partof Brainard and Strat- 
tan, it is still the general impression that Mr. 
Munson, of Quincy, is the coming Secretary.

SEWERAGE AND DRAINAGE. 

Mr. E. B. Sherman presented the subject of 
sewerage and drainage, showing that, accord- 
ing to the practices now prevailing, the sew- 
age of several of the towns of the county is 
emptied into the lake and pollutes the water 
supply obtained from the crib for use 
in the city. He explained a bill in- 
troduced in the Senate calculated 
to abate the nuisance in i ilarge 
measure. The bill proposes that sewerage 
districts may be established, Commissioners 
elected, and bonds issued, all by vote of the 
— of the county. The purpose, Mr. 

herman said, was to perfect a plan of 
sewerage which should remove the causes 
of disease in the city and the great damage 
to property, which were just causes of com- 
plaint. . 
NEW CHARTER, : 

Mr. John N. Jewett referred to the joint 
resolution proposing a coustitutional amend- 
ment looking to a new charter for Cook Coun- 
ty. He went over the necessities of Chicago 
in the matter of sewerage, water-supply, a 
better police system, the improvements of 
streets, and other matters of like import, and 
argued that the requirements of the case 
could be reached only by means of this legis- 
lation, which would permit the establishment 
of aspecial scheme of government for Chi- 
cago. Calling attention to the present series 
of township organizations and the multiplic- 
ity of local officers within the city limits, he 
declared them an utterly unnecessary bur- 
den upon the people. Ali that was asked by 
this joint resolution was that the citizens of 
Cook County be given an opportunity to 
adopt a form of municipal organization 
which should relieve the city from its mani- 
fold embarrassments. 

TAXATION. 

An informal discussion followed as to the 
effect of the constitutional amendment, if 
adopted, in removing Cook County from the 
pale of State taxation, except on a basis es- 
tablished by the people of Chicago. In this 
counection it was stated by some.members of 
the Judieiary Committee the county had 
escaped a proper proportion of its State tax 
heretofore by reason of the continuous re- 
duction of the total of the assessment, which 
during ten years, decreased to the amount of 
$ 150,000,000, 

The Cook County Representatives indicat- 
ed a willingness to have thrown around the 
amendment whatever restrictions might be 
deemed necessary by the General Assembly, 
in order that property there might be com- 
pelled to pay tts full share of the State tax. 
The subject was not disposed of, the Ju- 
diciary Committee preferring to consider the 
whole matter more fully hereafter. 

THE SENATE. 
REFUSED TO RECONSIDER. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 20.—[Special.}—Sen- 
ator Condee’s motion to reconsider the vote by 
which Tom Merritt's Vaiued-Policy biil was 
passed came up as a special order the first thing 
this morning, and was lost by a vote of yeas 2, 
nays 10—not enough by four votes. 

PETITIONS. 

High-license petitions were introduced from 
residents of Freepoftt, Rochelle, and Iroquois, 
and a petition from citizens of Winnebago 
County asking for the cnactment of a law to 
compel boards of trade and similar organiza- 
tions to publish quotations of market prices. 

NEW BILLS. 

Senator Mason introduced his Sleeping-Car 
bill referred to in last night dispatches. It 
makes sleeping -car companies common carriers, 


and prohibits them from ietting down or mak- 
ing up an upper berth where the same is not 
occu pied. 


Senator Ihorn introduced a bill increasing tne 
fees of grand and petit jurors from $1.50 to $2.30 
per day. 

A VENERABLE CLAIM. 

Senator Lemma got in a bill to reimburse 
Joseph H. Cuiley, late Shesgiff and ex-oflicio Col- 
loctor of Taxes for Jackson County, to the tune 
of $8,000 for revenue funds alleged to have been 
stolen from him while in the discharge of his 
duty assuch officer. The claim runs back to 
1865, when Culley's safe was blown open by 
cracksmen, and he was compelled to make good 
the $5,000 they got away witb. 

LEGISLATIVE PAY. 

Senator Torreoce’s bill fixing the pay of mem- 
bers of the Legislature at $800 for regular ses- 
sions and $5 per day for extra or called sessions 
was taken up as a special order and advanced to 
third reading witbout debate. 

ROAD BILL. 

The remainder of the session was devoted to a 
further consideration of Senator Fletcher's 
Road bill, but only one change of any import- 
ance was effected as the result of several hours' 
work. The bill in one place provides that when- 
ever damages are allow property-owners 
through whuse land a road or ditch is run the 
Highway Commissioners may draw orders there- 
for, with interest not to exceed 8 per cent, the 
orders to be given to the es damaged or 
sold to raise money to pay the damages. The 
Senate thought the idea of giving the Commis- 
sionera power to issue orders and hawk them 
around the country a bad one, and the provision 
was stricken out. The bill is still on second 
reading. and the Senate has barely gone through 
one- half of it. 


THE HOUSE. 
NEW BILLS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Maroh 20,—[Spectal.}]—Mr. 
Sundelius introduced a bili providing that deeds, 
mortgages, powers of attorne?, contracts, mem- 
oranda, and other instraments relating to or 
affecting the title to personal or real estate, in 
order to be entitied to be recorded, shall be 
either printed or plainiy and legibly written in 
ink. 

Another bill by Mr. Sundelius provides that 
all Justices of the Peace hereafter appointed in 
Chicago shall be attorneys duly authorized to 
practice in the courts. 

Mr. Wood, of Cook, introduced an amendment 
tu the bill establishing the Washingtonian Home 
of Chicago, by which, in case of an increase of 
the license fees, the Home shall not receive to 
exceeti 620,000 per annum, as at present. 

BANK DEPOSITS. 

Mr. Vaughey’s Bank-Deposit bill was reported 
from the committee adversely. This aroused 
the ire of the gentieman from La Salle, and be 
violently assaulted bank rs and bank Di- 
rectors, and at the game time murdered the 
King's English in an effort to bave the House 
consider the bill.

Ex-Senator Sprague Nominated for 
Governor by the Bhode Isiand Dem- 
ocrats. 

Provipence, R. I., March 20.—[Special.] 
—William Sprague, the former Republican 
War Governor ot this State, was tuday again 
made the nominee for the Governorship, and 
this by the Democratic State Convention. 
The convention was more largely attended 
than any similar body held in this State for 
years, hundreds being unable to squeeze iato 
the hall. Mr. Charles H. Page, a lawyer of 
this city, was Chairman of the convention, 
and handled it in a masterly mayner through- 
out the somewhat critical session in which 
a Democratic convention nominated an 
avowed Republican. There were ninety- 
eight votes cast op the informal ballot for 


Governor, and when it was announced that 
seventy-seven of these were for Sprague, the 
applause and cheers were tumultuous. Of 
the remaining twenty-one eighteen were for 
ex-Lieut.-Gov. Charies R. Cutler, of Warren. 
On a motion to make the nomination of 
Sprague unanimous there were seven dis- 
senting votes. ‘These were too few and in- 
— f to organize a bolt, and there 
will probably be none, although a few of the 
Jetfersonian Democrats will vote for Bourn, 
the Republican candidate. Some will not 
vote at all, and some will write a ticket. 

These bolters, however, will be insignificant 
in comparison with the Republicans and In- 
depestients who will support Sprague. A 
committee of seven was chosen to confer 
with a similar committee from the Inde- 
pendent Convention to fill out the remainder 
of the ticket. A committee was appointed to 
wait on Gov. Sprague and ask his acceptance 
of the nomination. Gov. Sprague accepted 
with thanks, and through the committee 
gave the convention some good advice avout 
working for the success of the ticket. He 
also exactly epitomized the situation when he 
said to the committee that he did not con- 
sider this nomination a personal tribute to 
himself, but that he recognized that he 
was a point around which all the opposition 
elements to bossism could rally. In the 
formation of the State Central Committee 
the old liners who bad opposed Sprague’s 
nomination were left off and the organization 
of the party thoroughly Butlerized. 

If Sprague is elected it will bea great as- 
sistance to Benjamin F. Butler’s boom fer 
the Presidency. The convention adopted 
no platform, and, in fact, none of the three 
conventions which have met have enunciated 
any set of principles. The issue is simply 
bossism or auti-bossism— the people against 
an oligarchy. The Committee of Confer- 
ence reported the following ticket, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

For Lieutenant-Governor, Charles II. 
George, a wealthy and very popular mer- 
chant of Providence; for Attorney-General, 
Willard Sayles, a Republican of Providence, 
who served a great many years as Attorney- 
General with signal ability; for Secretary of 
State, Warren R. Peerce, a small Providence 
lawyer; for General ‘Treasurer, James B. 
Cottrell, of Newport. The convention ad- 
journed with three cheers for the ticket. 

It is now said that Senator Nelson W. Ald- 
rich is responsible for defeating William 
Goddard, the millionaire manufacturer of 
Providence, who was the first choice of the 
so-called Kepublican “ring” for the Gov- 
ernorship., Aldrich is in Florida, and is al- 
lowing thifgs here to take their course. The 
election takes place on the 4th of April. 


The Democratic City Convention at Cin 
cinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., Mareh 20.— [Special.] — The 
Democratie Convention which was held to- 
day was presided over by John F. Follett. 
Representative-eleet for the First Congres- 
sional District. He said that the Republican 
party in Cincinnati dies hard, and some work 
was still necessary to insure its demise. In 
the days of Democratic rule, million-dollar 
bills were never heard of. The proper solu- 
tion of the current municipal problems was 
in the election of Democrats to office. Other 
speakers who followed Col Follett estimated 

the Democratic majority at the coming 
election would, be 3,000. Judge Hoadly did 
not attend the convention or take any part in 
the preliminaries, evidently fear that he 
might make enemies. Senator Pendleton 
and Gen. Durbin Ward were on the platform, 
but took back seats, and were evidently 
ashamed of the disorderly mob of thugs and 
ward dummers before them. Money was 
freely used, and whole delegations were 
bought. Believing that the election of the 
Democratic ticket is certain, the delegates 
who were for sale put a high price upon 
their votes. George K. Duckworth was 
beaten for the nomination for Mayor. but the 
“machine,” which is synonymous with the 
Duckworth Club, named in his honor, suc- 
ceeded in nominating the rest of their 
slate. For Mayor, Thomas J. Stephens was 
named. He has made $250,000 in the manu- 
facture of glue. He has never been identi- 
fied with anything but his factory and the 
Council, where he made a quiet member for 
ten years. He seems to have come into fa- 
vor with the “boys.” It is not unlikely that 
combinations can be formed on him which 
will resultin his election. With the excep- 
tion of the nominations for Judges of 
the Superior Court, the balance of 
the nominations are very weak. A 
young undertaker, T. J. Mulvihill, was 
named by acclamation for Controller, which 
is the most important office in the city, and 
one that requires a man of large abilities. 
The Republican nominee for this office is 
immeasurably the best, and they made much 
better selections for Police Court Judge and 
several of the minor offices. They are in 
good humor tonight, and there is good 
round for their claim that they will elect at 
east a part of their ticket. 


Democratic Ballot-Box Stuffers and 
Bulldozers on Trial. 

New Or.eans, La., March 20.—[Special.] 
—The trial of the parties, some sixty in num- 
ber, indicted by the Federal grand jury for 
complicity in the ballot-box stuffing at the 
last election, commenced today in the United 
States Circuit Court. Exceptions to the draw- 
ing of the jury and pleas in bar of trial were 
all overruled, and the impaneling of a jury 
will begin tomorrow. Able lawyers are 
employed, and the trial will probably last 
some time. The accusers as well.as the de- 
fendants are all Democrats.

Dr. Firmenich, of this city, have been cur- 
rent for a number of days. Inquiries at the 
counting-rooms of C. J. Hamlin and others 
have until today resulted in little except a 
denial of the rumors and a desire on the part 
of the gentlemen interested to say as little as 
possible. ‘Today the facts in the matter were 
made public, though the grape-sugar manu- 
facturétrs struggled to keep them secret still 
longer. The truth of the rumor is more 
than realized. By the terms of the 
new arrangement five of the largest glucose 
concerns in the country,including the Buffalo 
Grape-Sugar Company, the American Grape- 
Sugar Company, andthe Firmenich Sugar- 
Refining Company, of Buffalo, the Peoria 
Sugar-Refinimg Company, of Peoria, 
III., and the Leavenworth Grape-Sugar 
Company of Kansas, are  consoli- 
dated under the nawe of the American Glu- 
cose Company. Articles of incorporation 
have been filed under the laws of the State 
of New Jersey, and the papers are now on 
file at the capital of that State, at 
Trenton. Bowen, Rogers & Locke, the 
attorneys for Messrs. Hamlin, 
drew the papers and arranged the legal mat- 
ters in the great consolidation. The capital 
stock of the mammoth concern is $15,000,000, 
and it is stated on excellent authority that 
the whole amount has not yet been distrib- 
uted, assome of the few remaining grape- 
sugar concerns iu the country may desire to 
enter the consolidation. The officers of the 
Awerican Glucose Company are named as 
toliows: President, Cicero J. Hamlin; 
Vice-Presidents, Dr. Joseph Firmenich and 
Harry Hamlin; Secreta and ‘Treas- 
urer, William Hamlin, it will 
be noticed that company is 
made up entirely of representatives of the 
Hamlin interests, except Dr. Firmenich, 
all the companies except his being ay | 
controlled by them, and nearly all the stoc 
owned by them.

"Burst Banks. 

Denver, Colo.; March 2.—[Special.}— 
The Exchange Bank, a private financial cor- 
poration of Denver, which has had an ex- 
istence of ten years, failed today, and a re- 
ceiver was appointed. The liabilities to de- 
positors are about $40,000, and it is claimed 
that the assets are more than equal to that 
amount. Receiver and attorneys promise a 
payment in full of all indebtedness, while the 
private property of the President and Cash- 
ier, amounting to $150,000, is pledged for the 
amount. There is quite a commotion among 
depositors and some depression among busi- 
ness-men in consequence. The failure was 
due principally to recklesness in loans to ir- 
responsible persons and to unfortunate busi- 
ness enterprises. 

New Brieuton, Pa., March 20.—R. E. & 
H. Hoopers, private bankers, suspended pay- 
ment today. The failure is said to be caused 
by a number of bad investments. No idea of 
the extent of the liabilities could be obtained 
today, but it is said they will be from $60,000 
to $70,008, and that the assets will not amount, 
to over $40,000. The firm has been doing, 
business twenty-five years.

The position taken by some of the ministers 
at their Monday meeting revealed this ele- 
ment of opposition, and the News, which pro- 
fesses to be a prohibition organ, is exceed- 
ingly anxious that Harrison’s reélection shall 
be assured by a disagreement between the 
Republican Convention and the citizens’ 
mo ent. 

4; Some of the most ardent supporters of 
George R. Davis on the West Side want to 
knife Crane because he is said to have op- 
posed Davis’ reélection to Congress, This 
is not a time for retaliation; the interests at 
stake are too important to warrant in- 
dulgence of personal or factional spite. 
Aside from this, there is reason to suspect 
that some of Mr. Davis’ particular friends 
will assist Harrison in his effort to secure a 
third term whether Crane be nominated: by 
the Republicans or not, in return for cer- 
tain Democratic support which Davis is be- 
lieved to have had last fall. if this be the 
case, certainly these gentlemen should not 
be permitted to dictate to the Republican 
Convention in any respect. 

The situation is plainiy this: The Repub- 
lican hope for success in the city election de 
pends upon the nomination of Mr. Crane.

THE CITY-HALL LOBBY. 

The announcement is made that the Cor- 
poration Counsel has been sent to Springfield 
to join the third House“ in the Legislature 
and lobby for the passage of an act suspend- 
ing the tax-limit for the completion of the 
new City-Hall. E this statement be correct, 
it exhibits a flagrant indifference on the part 
of the Harrison Administration to the com- 
mon proprieties of official life. The Corpo- 
ration Counsel is not employed at a high sal- 
ary for the purpose of influencing State leg- 
islation, and it is et once an injustice to the 
people of Chicago and a defiance of political 
-principie to send him away from his duties 
on any such mission. The impropriety in 
this ease ts notably increased by the fact that 
the proposed legislation in regard to the 
City-Hall would be a violation of the very 
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— and flimsy work, and in the end 
grab more money from the city than they 
could it the work proceeded slowly and 
economically. Certain property interests are 
represented in the lobby because they be- 
Heve that the rapid completion of the City- 
Hall will enable them to get higher rents. Fi- 
nally, there are lobbyists who have no other 
interest than to earn the per diem they are 
paid for the influence they pretend to exer- 
eise over certain members of the Legisla- 
ture. 

The presence of this City-Hall lobby ought 
to warn the Legislature that it will not be 
proper to pass the desired legislation? If 
there were an unmistakable necessity or pop- 
ular demand for the immediate completion of 
the City-Hall, or a lawful and safe way of 
authorizing special taxation for that purpose, 
there would be no need of a lobby to instruct 
the Legislature on the subject, As a matter 
of fact, there are other exigencies which de- 
mand additional revenue much more imper- 
atively than the new City-Hall. Chicago 
needs a larger police force, cleaner streets, 
improved pavements, and better light much 
more than it requires the immediate comple- 
tion of the City-Hall, An exemption from 
the tax-limit for any of the other purposes 
named would be denied by the Legislature; 
then certainly no serious consideration 
should be given toa set of interested per- 
sons who urge a departure from the lawful 
tax-limit in fayor of completing the City- 
Iiall, which will be finished in good 
time without surrendering the only safe- 
guard taxpayers enjoy against the creed 
and rapacity of the tax-eaters. The members 
ot the Legislature should say to the mem- 
bers of the City-IIail lobby that the latter are 
not needed in Springfield to shape legislation 
which the people have intrusted to other and 
more capable persons, and that they may em- 
ploy their tline to better advantage by return- 
ing to Chicago and urging upon the Common 
Council the adoption of a saloon-license sys- 
tem which shall yield the city ample funds 
to complete the City-Hall and provide the 
other deficiencies in public safety and com- 


THE MOVEMENT FOR AN IRISH REPUBLIC 
The New York Star has interviewed sev- 
eral prominent Irish leaders, and gathers 
from their testimony that the forthcoming 
convention at Philadelphia will decide to 
have nothing more to do with the Land 
League, and that the Land-Leaguers them- 
selves will fall into line with the more.ad- 
vanced Nationalists. They take the ground 
that the Land League has done all that it 
can, and that the Parnell program is ex- 
hausted. 
„I have long held the opinion that the Irish 
in this country should take united action to 
establish their autonomy as a nation.“ Sher- 
idan thought that the autonomy idea would 
exercise a magic effect on the people as an 
organizing force in sinking all minor differ- 
ences and urging united effort in the name 
of Ireland alone. Edward J, Rowe, the 
President of the Irish Confederation, said: 


Ihave recently conversed with men of con- 
siderable means from different parts of 
country who are prepared to give substanti 
aid to a united movement that has any promise 
of success; but the plan of moral suasion, | am 
sorry to say, does not seem to give satisfaction, 
and nobody believes in it witbout there is some- 
thing to enforce it in case of threatened failure. 
This seems to be the rule of action with all na- 
tions; and it Ireland claims to be a nation, as 1 
think she may, why not claim the right also to 
prepare for emergencies like others? 


It is even intimated that Mr. Parnell him- 
self, when he arrives in this country, will be 
prepared to go into the convention upon 
some other platform than that which has 
hitherto been the basis of the Land League’s 
policy. The Irish papers without exception 
in this country have abandoned any hope of 
further good from the league, and the recent 
interviews with prominent Irishmen in Chi- 
cago showed a decidgdly favorable feeling 
toward the national cause. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
League has also discussed the question 
whether the convention shall be conducted 
as a Land-League gathering, and it is under- 
stood has decided unfavorably to the propo- 
sition, the opinion prevailing that since the 
league has been absorbed in Ireland by the 
wider national movement, including the 
“home-rule” idea, that all the Irish so- 
cicties and all Irishmen should be invited to 
take part in the convention, with a view to a 
general union of all organizations on one 
grand patriotic basis.“ This, of course, is 
intended to include a declaration of inde- 
pendence and of belligerent rights. This is 
anew phase of the question, and an interest- 
ing one, as it strikes us, to most every one 
except the people of Ireland themselves. It 
will undoubtedly arouse a wild spirit of en- 
thusiasm among Irish patriots in this country, 
but we do not exactly see how it is going 
to benefit people in Ireland, There appear 
to be some practical difficulties in the way. 
The convention may declare Ireland a Re- 
public, but it needs something more than a 
deciaration of persons 3,000 miles away to 
make it so. Unless the Irishmen in this 
country have the ships and armies, the 
munitions and supplies of war, and the Im- 
mense amount of money required to furnish 
them, itis difficult to conceive how Ireland 
isto remain anything but a dependency of 
Great Britain, or of what use belligerent 
rights are unless they have the means of ex- 
ercising them. Another serious diffienity 
stands in the way. This country is not yet an 
Irish nation, and is on good terms with Great 
Britain, and has certain treaty and interna- 
tional provisions which must be respected. 
There is nothing out of the way in speeches, 
and resolutions, and declarations: bit it must 
be apparent to the most unreasoning Irish 
patriot that the Government will not consent 
to allow this country to be used as a station 
for war against another Power. Theoretical- 
lyjthe Irish Republic looks well, and if its lib- 
erty were secured from and on the soil of 
ireland it might look still better, though we 
should have fears as to its stability. The 
Irish mind is ingenious, however, and it may 
compass some method of overcoming the 
tremendous power of England; but at pres- 
ent the prospects for a Republic in reality do 
not took very promising. 
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SAVINGS-BANK LAW FOR ILLINOIS. 

The State of Illinois has no general sav- 
ings-bank law. Such institutions as we have 
are run under charters from the State. Ex- 
cellent as ig the average charter of those that 
have been left standing by the panic and the 
hard times, their prime purpose is to make 
money for the stockholaers. Depositors are 
continually subject to the chance that the 
control of the bank may be changed by a 
purchase of the majority of the stock with 
the result, as was abundantly illustrated in 
the case of the State Savings, of passing the 
disposition of their savings into the hands of 
unscrupulous sharpers. Special charters are 
no longer to be had. It results from this 
that the growth of savings banks in this 
State is repressed. In the absence of a general 
law no new institutions can be opened for 
the accumulation of the savings of the frugal 
and industrious. When it was desired to 
provide such a convenience for the laboring 
population of Pullman, for instance, it was 
necessary to hunt the State over for an ald 
charter not in use that could be bought. 

Evidently this condition of affairs is not 
adapted to the needs of a State like Illinois, 
which is rapidly becoming one of the greatest 
manufacturing centres in the United States. 
Our industrial population very 
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up, Anything that en- 

artisan class the habit of 

saving is a measure of blic policy. There 

are saloons enough to tempt them to the per- 

manent investment of their financial and 

moral savings. ‘The opportunity, at least, 

ought to be offered for a better place of de- 
posit. 

A bill is now pending before the Legis- 
lature of this State which proposes to give 
the people of Lilinois the benefits of a sys- 
tem which has been lu suecessful operation 
in New York and Massachusetts for a great 
many years. It provides for the establish- 
ment of mutual banks, managed by trustees, 
who shall be allowed to invest in only such 
classes of securities as are mentioned in the 
law. After the expenses are deducted all 
the profits are divided among the depositors. 
Bank in any form by issue, deposit, or 
discount is forbidden. There is to be no ex- 
pense to the State. The salary of the State 
Superintendent who will be appointed to 
examine the banks and the expenses of his 
reports and office generally will be borne by 
the banks themselves. The trustees are held 
to strict accountability under penalties. 

The institutions to be created by this bill 
we have called sayings banks fur conven- 
lence, but they are not banks in the recog- 
nized sense of that term. They are, in the 
language of the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania, * charities for the benefit of the poor,“ 
or, as the Court of Appeals of New Jersey 
more accurately deseribes them, “ quasi- 
charitable and purely benevolent institu- 
tions.” The Supreme Court of the United 
States refers to them as designed to furnish 
wa safe depository for those members of the 
community disposed to intrust its property 
to its keeping. and somewhat of the nature 
of such corporations as church wardens for 
the conservation of the goods of a parish.” 
The trustees receive ho pay, but experience 
proves that men of character and business 
experience, generally retired merchants and 
bankers, are readily found in sufficient num- 
bers to undertake a task so honorable and 
congenial, 

Almost all the savings of the country are 
deposited in these mutual institutions. Our 
total savings in 1882 were 81,008, 083, 334; of 
this sum 8980, 229,519 were in the hands of the 
trustee institutions. The safety of the 
mutual banks is sufficiently evidenced by the 
fact that during the last twenty-four years 
not one-half of 1 per cent of the interest due 
the depositors of these institutions in New 
York has been lost, while the principal is in- 
tact. 

With this evidence before us that this sys- 
tem has been proved practicable in other 
States, that it has been safely intrusted with 
nearly a thousand millions of dollars of sav- 
ings, that it involves no expense to the State, 
and does not interfere with existing banks, 
the question of its adoption in Illinois be- 
comes simply one of public policy. Do we 
desire to encourage habits of frugality among 
those whose surplus earnings are too small 
for other investment ? 

There are two classes in the community, 
besides the people who would be depositors, 


that are vitally interested in this project. 


They are the owners of real estate for sale 
and the regular State and National bankers. 
The ultimate destination of a large propor- 
tion of the money gathered by driblets into 
these savings institutions is investment in 
real estate and securities. The man who hes 
saved a few hundred dollars will almost in- 
variably buy a lot or a good bond. Whatever 
encourages the working people to roll up 


daily eeonomies into yearly savings has a di- 


rectly stimulating influence on these two 
great classes of property, and should be 
warmly favored by all who deal in them. 

The bill now before the Legislature com- 
bines the good points of both the New York 
and Massachusetts laws, and we think is one 
ofthe most useful measures now awaiting 
action by the State Legislature.

THE SOCIAL UPHEAVAL. 

He must be a dull student of the times 
who does not observe that a tremendous 
force is at work under the system of Eu- 
ropean society which may yet give serious 
trouble to the Kings and Emperors who de- 
vote their time to the maintenance of great 
armies and armaments to menace interna- 
tional polities or to acquire new possessions. 
There have been numerous arrests of turbu- 
lent workingmen in Austro-Hungary. So- 
cialism still rears its head in Germany, and 
defies the Empire to put it down. Nihilism 
is as vigorous as ever in Russia, and has de- 
vised new plots against the life of the Czar, 
Sixty thousand unemployed workingmen in 
France, aided and inspired by the Anarch- 
ists, are producing almost constant turmoil 
in that Republic. The Inviacibles of ILre- 
land, with daggers and dynamite, menace 
the English Government. 

Even the smaller countries of Europe are 
not free from a similar eonfusion. In little 
Belgium and Holland the premature explo- 
sions of some chemical mixtures startled the 
authorities and led to the disclosure of a 
powerful society of discontents and malcon- 
tents, who are an offshoot of the French 
anarchists, while in Spain and Portugal, 
which have been regarded as the fossils of 


Europe, a native society of formidable pro- 


portions styled The Black Hand” has come 
to light, and has caused exceeding tribula- 
tion to the Government. It is known to 
number 500 leaders and to have 7,000 follow- 
ers—an immense power in such a small coun- 
try. It has taken advantage of the distress 
existing among large numbers of the people, 
especially those of Andalusia, among whom 
agrarian rights are as little regarded 
as in Ireland, and has urged at- 
tacks upon landed proprietors and various 
other schemes of plunder. In a word, this 
concealed force, which cares nothing for hu- 
man life, seems to have spread like an epi- 
demic all over Europe, and every now and 
then it breaks out at the surface in a violent 
upheayal. Life is taken. Property is plun- 
dered or destroyed. Rulers are menaced. 
National existence is threatened. It is a 
force which is malicious and destructive. Its 
agents gare neither for their own lives nor 
those of others. Its membership is recruited 
from a class of people who are irresponsible, 
who have nothing to lose in an outbreak, 
and who have banded themselves together 
because they are conscious of their miserable 
condition and see no remedy for it except in 
the irrational policy of destructiveness. Its 
methods are tempting to workingmen, who 
have small wages and no hope of an in- 
crease, and its sophistries dazzle them with 
the prospect of enriching themselves in some 
scheme of common destruction, 

Such a force cannot exist without a cause, 
and it would be well for the Governments of 
Europe if they would search for it, and see 
if they cannot neutralize the force by put- 
ting an end to the grievances which have oc- 
casioned it. In some countries, particularly 
in Russia, the cause lies upon the surface, 
and the Nihilists have stated it over and over 
again, but the Czar, sheltering himself be- 
hind his autocracy and the dogma of the 
divine right of Kings, refuses to remove it, 
and sooner or later will share the fate of his 
father. That almost exceptional misery ex- 
ists among these discontented classes is no 
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which the poor have no sath 0 
heaped upon their shoulders. The support 
ot great armies and navies is wrong out of 
them by direct taxation, or they have to help 
pay for it in the increased prices of what 
they consume. In one way or another they 
have to bear the expense. They get no ad- 


equate return for their labor, and they have | 


no hope for the future. Where these classes 
are intelligent they protest and retaliate; 
where they are not, as in the cases of the 
fellaheen of Egypt and the ryots of india, 
they submit, starve, and die. 

There is sufficient cause for the discontent 
of the industrial elasses, byt the theory of 
their leaders that they can remove it with 
dagger and dynamite is simply inexplica- 
ble. If they could accomplish all that they 
conceive in their. wildest imaginings it would 
be of no avail to them. A building eannot 
be repaired by pulling it down or burning it 
up. Destructiveness changes nothing, cre- 
ates nothing. After they have wreaked 
all their malice and revenge, what is left 
them but a mass of ruins? There is a rem- 
edy, however, for every disease, and if the 
Governments of Europe would search for it 
they could find it and apply it to relieve the 
condition of the misled, ignorant, and miser- 
able masses, The Russian Government re- 
cently made propositions to the other Euro- 
pean Powers to unite for common defense 
against the operations of the secret societies. 
Suppose, instead of this, they were to <o- 
operate in an earnest investigation of the 
causes of discontent and the remedies for it. 
Suppose that they were to summon the lead- 
ers of these societies and listen to their 
grievances, and see if they could not meet 
upon some common ground of codperation 
and arrive at some common understanding. 
It is not creditable to the civilization of the 
nineteenth century that Governments should 
threaten their discontented people with bay- 
onets and halters, or that the discontented 
people should threaten their Governments 
with the dagger and dynamite. 

— — 
A STATE ROAD-FUND. 

The prospect of securing a new road law 
from the present Legislature does not seem 
to be good, One bill is being pushed in the 
Senate and another in the House, and there 
Is a third project for tinkering the present 
law. All this amounts merely to wasting an 
opportunity and frittering away time that may 
be employed to better advantage in other at- 
fairs. Unless the Legislature is prepared to 
pass Senator Hogan’s bill, or some similar 
measure creating a State fund, nothing is to 
be gained by changing the present law. The 
two things needed for the improvement of 
the country and village roads of IIlinois are 
more money and better judgment. The 
vide for the appropriation of a certain gross 
sum—say $500,000 ur $1,000,000 annually—to 
be distributed in proportion to the population 
among the various counties (excepting the 
large cities), and on condition that each coun- 
ty shall raise as much wore as it receives from 
the State for the construction and mainte- 
nance of the public roads. The only guaran- 
tee for the exercise of better judgmentis to 
incorporate a uniform system of road-build- 
ing in the law, of which tile-drainage shall 
be an indispensable part, and to require that 
the work be done under the superintendence 
of an expert, subject to the conditions of the 
law. The people of lilinois can afford to 
vote a million dollars a year for better roads 
if the taxpayers of every county add as 
much more to their pro rata. . The State 
is out of debt, and “taxation for State pur- 
poses is insignificant owing to the regular 
contribution made by thé Lilinois Central 
Railroad. The embargo laid upon business 
by impassable roads at certain seasons of the 
year is much more serious than the 
proposed taxation, The opposition which 
the road-fund project is said to en- 
counter from the northern counties 
of the State is very short-sighted. In the 
first place, the roads throughout the north- 
ern counties are by no means so abundant 
and perfect as to render further improve- 
ment unnecessary; in the next place, the 
northern counties can afford to pay out more 
taxes for the State fund than they receive 
back for local roads, If by doing so they shall 
help to establish a uniform system of good 
roads throughout the State, for they will 
share the general prosperity which such a 
system will promote. Chicago, for instance, 
would receive no part of the State fund for 
tte improvement of ita streets, while it 
would contribute a very large share of the 
taxes; but Chicago would get back 100 per 
cent on the taxes paid for the road fund by 
the increased facilities of exchanges in prod- 
uce and merchandise. Unless the Legislature 
takes this view of the matter it may as well 
drop the subject. 


Tun communication from the Rev. George 
C. Noyes, D. D., which is published in an- 
other column, should be prayerfully consid- 
ered by the impracticable theorists who, be- 
cause they cannot carry their prohibition 
ideas into practice, prefer Harrison, a $52 
license, and the continuation and aggrava- 
tion of the existing evils of public adminis- 
tration to a $500-license tax, which would 
largely abate those evils. Dr. Noyes’ speech 
at the ministerial conference was ineorrectly 
reported, but as the error has called forth 
from him such a sensible and practical let- 
ter we can hardly regret its occurrence.

Ack of news comes from India which 
suggests additional proof of the growth of a 
very disagreeable modern vice.

The opium cultivators have been en- 
pecting an unusually prosperous year, but the 
blight attacked the poppies when in full bioom 
and the result was a very short supply of the 
drug. This bas led to an examination of the 
stock on band and the discovery that for a period 
of years, while the crop has been growing in quan- 
tity almost every year, there hag been a ateady 
annual decrease of the reserve. This can only 
na ve arisen from the spread of the opium habit 
in Europe and America, for the Orientals have 
80 universally practiced it for genera Gans past 
that tnere is little or no room for increase in 
the consumption among them. It is an un- 
pleasant subject to reflect upon, but there is 
no escape from the conciusion above referred 
to. Whether it will be possible to arrest 
growth of the pernicious habit before it becomes 
ot widespread among the Caucasian as among 
the Mongolian races, remains to be determined 
by experience, The problem is of such impor- 
tance, however. as to demand prompt attention 
from those who profess to do the thinking: for 
white mankind. Unfortunately, it ie exactly 
among the classes where intellectual activity is 
most prevalent that the drug finds its readiest 
victims, and the other section of humanity will 
not, as a rule, follow precept that is not accom- 
panied by the backing of practice. 


EVER since Gen. Francis A. Walker, in his

“L’AFFAIRE POLIGNAC.” 

The romantic case known as the “ Affaire 
Polignac” came on for hearing before the 
Seine Assizes. In the month of November 
last a young man entered the apartment oc- 
cupi by the Prince de Polignac in the 
Rue de Miromesnil, and after saturating 
the furniture of the drawing-room with 
mineral oil set fire to it. He was ar- 
rested before leaving the house. Without 
making any attempt to exculpate himself, 
the youth declared that he was the son of the 
Prinee, and had committed the crime be- 
cause his father refused to render him any 
assistance. The case was opened at half-past 
11 o’clock by M. Bérard des Glajeux, Presi- 
dent of the court, in the presence of a crowd 
of visitors who had waited for hours in 
order to obtain seats. The Prinee de Polignac 
was subpenaed as a witness, and the 
mother of the defendant was present in 
court. In a firm voice the youth deciared 
himself to be “Camille de Polignac, 25 years 
of age, man of letters,” In answer to the 
Judge’s question he acknowledged his in- 
tention to set fire to his father’s apartment, 
and on being toid that de had thus endan- 
gered the lives of anumberof innocent peo- 
ple living in the same house he declared 
that he had hoped to be able to limit the 
flames to the Prince’s rooms. 

The evidence of the Prince de Polignac 
created some sensation. Ile hinted that At- 
tempts had been made to extort money froin 
him, and denied the fact of a religious mar- 
riage having taken place between him and 
the mother of the defendant. He admitted 
that he had rendered his son no pecuniary 
assistance for more than four years. ‘ 
Villetard de Laguerie, the Advocate-General, 
who followed, declared that no proof exist- 
ed as to the prisoner being the son of the 
Mile. Blanchard de la 
Bretéche had, as far back as 1855, and before 
making the Prince’s acquaintance, given 
birth to a daughter, whose father was not 
known, and whom she had herself aban- 
doned; and as for the marriage solemnized 
by the Abbé Foueard, that was a mere 
comedy got up by the lady in the hopeit 
might lead toa real marriage, to which the 
gentieman had always been opposed. The 
priest himself had been defroque ten years 
betore. But notwithstanding all this, the 
Prince de Polignac had always interested 
himselfin the boy, and had rendered him 
many a service. As for the prisoner, he had 
been guilty of an act of cowardly vengeance 
which the jury could not possibly condone, 
Many lives had been endangered, and he 
must be severely punished, 

Maitre Duverdy, on behalf of the young 
man, maintained that the Prince had to all 
intents and purposes acknowledged him as 
his son, For eight years he had displayed the 
utmost affection both to mother and child, 
even commending them to the care of his own 
mother. The speaker contended that in sef- 
ting fire to the apartment in the Rue 
Miromesnil the prisoner had simply 
wished to give publicity to his agriev- 
ance in order that the world might judge 
of the merits of his case. Under these pe- 
culiar circumstances he was innocent of. the 
crime of incendiarism, and the penalties of 
the code could not be visited upon him. 
After a brief consultation the jury made 
their reappearance in court. The hall was 
simply crammed, Every voice was hushed, 
but as soon as the verdict of “Not guilty” 
was pronounced a murmur of applause was 
raised, and it was amid a scene of some ex-

THE LUMBER CROP. 


Estimates of the Cut in the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Region. 

Sr. Paurt, Minn., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Nearly every lumberman who has recently 
arrived from the camps on the Upper Missis- 
sippi expresses the opinion that the crop of 
logs secured this season wilt be about the 
same as the last, the variations being insig- 
pificant on the majority of streams. in some 
camps the cut will be larger than in 1882, 
while at others it will fall considerably be- 
low, making the aggregate crop very nearly 
identical in extent. The cut on Hillman 
Brook this season) is given at 22,000,000 
feet, which is somewhat larger 
than last year. S C. Bagley, a 
lumberman of experience who has just re- 
turned from woods, estimates the cut on 
the two streams dure the last winter as 
follows: Upper Prairie River, S. C. Bailey, 
10, feet; Camp & Walker, 10,500,000 
feet; Lord, simpson & Co., 9,500,000 feet; 
Blake Bros., about 2,500,000 feet; John Mar- 
tin & Co. nee ge Upper Swan River, 
Lowell & West, 2,600,000 feet; Diamond Mill 
Company, 4,500,000 feet; Merriman, Carrows 
& Co. (old logs) 2,300,000 feet: S. C. Bagley 
8,100,000 feet; II. F. Brown, 1,500,000 
teet; W. Huntington (estimated) 5,00,000 
feet. Comparing that above with the cut of 
1882 on the same streams, it appears that the 
average is about the same, and it is claimed

Wisconsin Lum ber. 

[Milwaukee Sentinel. — The approach of 
spring brings with it the end of the opera- 
tions of lumbermen in the pine forests. Be 
low will be found the result of the season’s 
work on the large streams of Central and 
Northern Wisconsin. These figures show 
that it has been impossible in many cases to 
accomplish as much as was desired early in 
the season. The cause that led to this may 
be attributed to unfavorable weather. 
A heavy fall of snow before the 
ground froze prevented the frost from 
entering it, and this prevented the operators 
from constructing good roads, which are so 
essential to a successful season’s work. This 
has increased the expense as well as dimin- 
ished the quantity of logs that would other- 
wise have n putin. Operations have not 
yet been entirely suspended, but many camps 
are being abandoned, and within the next two 
weeks tne loggers will have entirely stopped 
cut, qiitamount men say that the season’s 


cut int amount to but 8 per cent of the es- 
timates made last fall, and claim thatit may 
fall as low as 65 per cent. 

On the Wisconsin River the estimates show 
that there have been cut 362,000,000 feet: on 
the Black River, 212,000,000 feet; on the Chip- 
pewa and Flambeau Rivers.

FOR HIS LIFE. 


Opening of the Trial of Wheaton, 
| with the Murder of 
James O’Neil, at Bloom- 


ington, III. 


BLOOMINGTON, III., March 20.—[Special. | 
—The case of the people versus Dwight E. 
Wheaton, accused of the killing of James 
O’Neil, a Chicago & Alton locomotive en- 
gineer, in Bloomington, on the night of Dec. 
27, 1877, came up today before the McLean 
County Circuit Court, and work upon it 
began at once. Wheaton is represented by 
Capt. Rowell and Stevenson & Ewing, and 
the State by ex-State’s-Attorney J. W. Fifer 
and State’s-Attorney Porter. It was not 
until 5 p. m. that a jury was obtained. All 
but one of the twelve men are residents of 
other parts of the county than Bloomington. 

Senator Fifer made the opening statement, 
which was substantially as follows: 
*‘O’Neil’s train was due in Bloomington 
from Chicago at 1:50 a. m. on the night he 
was killed. It was a few minutes late, so

a switeh-engine, with John Butler 
as engineer, for the purpose ef assisting the 
train up the heavy grade just south o1 the 
union depot. O’Neil came back to the yard 
upon his engine in a few minutes with 
‘Tommy O’Neil as engineer, followed by 
Wheaton on the switch-engine. When 
Wheaton got to the proper place in the yard 
he gut off the switch-engine, and this was 
about 2:17 or 2:18 a. m. O'Neil also side- 
tracked his engine in the yard, delivering it 
to the night hostler,“ John Butler, not the 
engineer of that name, but another man. 

DETAILS. 

O’ Neil staid some little time with his en- 
gine, in order to report its condition to But- 
ler, and it required some little time to tell 
him of certain defects that had caused the 
delay. O’Neil left his engine about 2:24 
a. m., and went into the switch shanty. The 
next time that Wheaton was seen after leav- 
ing the switch-engine wes a very few min- 
utes afterwards, when he was walking northi- 
east, toward Walnut street, near the train- 
dispatcher’s office, and the next seen of him 
was at 2:47, when a Mr. Madden saw him at 
the train-dispatcher’s office. It is onty400 yards 
from the spot where O' Neil left his engine 
to the spot where he was killed: t is 
only 500 yards from the placeof the killing 
by the route Wheaton would have to go via 
Walnut street, and he had ample time to 
make this trip. O’Neil was shot on the left 
side, the bullet going through both lungs and 
his heart, and striking his right arm. ‘The 
bullet was found. The rifle markings on the 
bullet are exactly the same as those on the 
bullets found In Wheaton’s revolver. 

INSTRUMENTS OF CRIME. 

The two pistols and the bullet were pro- 
duced in court and laid on the table before 
the jury. These pistols were found at 
Wheaton’s house. A lady who lived in the 
vicinity of where O’ Neil was shot heard his 
cries, and heard a heavily-booted wan im- 
mediately afterwards running north on Ma- 
son street from Chestnut. Another woman, 
Mrs. Maher, heard the shots, and shortly after- 
wards heard some one running west on Wal- 
nut street towards the place where Wheaton 
was seen at 2:47 a. m. 

When Wheaton testified at his preliminary 
examination, he said that these pistols had 
not been discharged since the previous 
Fourth of July, but his wife had told parties 
that W heaton had told her to take the pistols 
after the murder to acertain pasture near 
the city, and discharge them, and that she 
followed his orders, and afterwards she di- 
rected parties to the place where they found 
these bullets (lying on the table before the 
jury), which are the same in every respect as 
the bullet found on O’ Neil’s person. 
CONFESSIONS. 


Mr. Fifer stated further that while Wheaton 
was confined in the Logansport, Ind., jail, 
subsequent to the murder, he told Joseph C. 
Beam, of Bloomington, that his wife’s state- 
ment was true, that he got her to shoot the 
pistals off in the field.. At another time, 
while Wheaton was in jail in Bloomington, a 
newspaper contained an _ intimation of 
intimacy existing between O’Neil and Mrs. 
Wheaton. Wheaton read this publication. 

His wife going to see him at the jail, he 
said to her, referring to the publication men- 
tioned. Lou have given me away. You 
have put the halter around my neck.“ 

On another occasion, while both Wheaton 
ant his wife were at Logansport, they hav- 
ing had a quarrel about this killing by reason 
of Mrs. Wheaton having publicly stated that 
Wieaton did the killing, she said to hi 
“ Wheaton, you know you killed O'Neil,” 
and he replied, “ Yes, by God, I did, and III 
kill you too.“ 

On another occasion, while Wheaton was 
in the Michigan City Penitentiary, he told a 
fellow-convict named William Albertson 
that he had killed O’ Neil, telling him all the 
circumstances concerning it. In November, 
1877, a month or so before the murder, 
W heaton and his wife, who were then living 
together, had a quarrel one morning in 
reference to O'Neal, and while they were 
talking about him 0’ Niel passed the house. 
Wheaton says: “ There goes the d—d scoun- 
drei now; by God I' kill him.” His wife 
begged him not to kill him, but only to whip 
him if he would do anything, “ No,” replied 
Wheaton, “by God, I'll kill him.” These 
are the facts in substance relied upon by the 
prosecution. 

At 6:15 court adjourned until 9 a. m., at 
which hour Capt. Rowell will begin the 
opening statement for the defense. 


RYE RUMORS. 


Cincinnati Stories of a Corner—Chicago 
Dealers Unioading Their Stock. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 20.—[Special.]— 
‘There was a good deal of talk here today 
aboutacorner in rye. It was denied that 
such was the case by one gentleman, who 
claimed to have successfully hedged ail his 
May deals here in rye in Chicago. In anoth- 
er quarter, however, it was stated thag the 
selling here in rye, for both spot and option, 
has been largely on account of Chicago par- 
ties who are desirous of unieading a part 
of their 700,000 bushels in the laps 
of Cincinnati operators. By others 
it is declared that it is only neces- 
sary to watch transactions at the 
call-board in this cereal to find the wires, 
and that considerable washing is being done, 
not on the plan of the heathen Chinee.

Local distillers ex- 
pressed themselves as sorry not to have 
known of the jow prices ruling for May rye, 
as they would be pleased to purchase, in- 
tending to produce some rye whisky in May.

Montana Cattle-Baisers Report but a 
Slight Damage to Their Stock. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., March 20,—(Special.}-- 
Letters to the Pioneer-Preas from Miles City, 
Bozeman, and intervening points in the Mon- 
tana cattle country give more positive ip- 
formation than has been obtainable herete- 
fore about the losses and condition of stock 
at Bozeman, Nelson Story and the Martin 
and Myers Brothers, large cattle-raisers in 
the Upper Yellowstone Valley, have had a 
winter most favorable to the fostering of 
their industry. ‘They estimate that the losses 
for the ‘Territory will not be5 per cent, count- 
ing the loss from the too @arly calving of 
young heifers, the principal cause of losses 
on the ranges from year to year, 
The season so far has been the most favor- 
able for years, There have been twenty- 
tour days of open spring weather, and the 
grass has sprung up two or three inches on 
sunny mone and well-protected vales. The 
young eprigs of grass have come up in tufts 
of cured bunch grass, the cattie experi- 
ence the transition from old to young feed 
by easy stages, and they tirive much better 
by reason of this happy provision of Nature. 

At Miles Ony equally favorable reports 
were given by Joseph Leighton and 
Judge Stowell, 92 stock-raisers 
on the lower Yellowstone. Mr. 
Leighton said Mr. Newman, of St. Louis, 
drove in 13,000 head of eattle late last 
October.

HE CORRECTS AN ERROR AND THEN READS 
IMPRACTICAL REFORMERS A LESSON. 

Evanston, III., March 20.—(Editor of The 
Tribune. In your account this morning of 
the ministerial mass-meeting I find myself 
reported as saying that the State to a certain 
extent compromised with iniquity in giving a 
license for 832.“ This is exactly contrary to 
what I did say. and what I believe. Ordinarily 
an unintended misreport of this kind might weil 
be suffered to pass as of too little consequence 
to require correction. But in a crisis like the 
present every man's Opinion, of however little 
value, should go for what it is, and for what it is 
worth. What I did say was that the word license, 
as applied to the taxation of the liquor trathe, 
does not carry with it at all the idea of approval 
or sanction, but only the idea of tolerating a 
recoguized evil which. while it cannot be alto- 
gether repressed, should be restricted and made 
to pay as far as possibile for the grievous bur- 
dens which it imposes upon society. The traflic 
exists, and will continue to exist until men are 
reformed from within. It will go on working 
injury and loss to py no matter what the 
Stute may or may not do. For the presentat least, 
and for a long time tocome, it is perfectly certain 
that the traffic cannot be laid under the ban of a 
legal stili less of an actual prohibidon, even if 
this is an ultimate result, which it is weil to aim 
at. The question now is, Shall we stop the mul- 
tiplication of saioons, cut down the enormously 
large number already existing, and make the 
rest contribute to the bearing of the Durdens 
which they impose upon the community by re- 
quiring them to pay a heavy license tax; or, on 
the other band, shali we remove all taxation, 
suffer the saloous to be multiplied still more, 
permit them to carry on their work of ruin un- 
restrained, and assess all the damage which they 
inflict upon the honest industries and usefully- 
employed capital of society until such time (if 
that ever shall come) as the traffic shall come to 
be effectually a by law? This was the 
issue really betgre the ministers’ meet 
is before the people of the State today. 
in view of it, those who oppose hi 
ought to be consistent, to raise the 
opposition to the present 882 
license, and also to all taxation in 
any way or shape of the liquor trafiic. 
The tbousand miilions of dollars of capital, more 
or less (probably more), which is invested in this 
traffic must all at once be put upon che free list. 
It must not be taxed at all—not even a penny— 
for a penny’s tax levied upon it, accordi 
this very exaited ‘ope of morality, is complicity 
in ali the crimes which grow out ot the liquor 
traffic. It is moral approval of and partnership 
in these crimes. I do not believe this doctrine, 
and I said so at the meeting yesterday as plainly 
as I could. 

But would you license a fire or an epidemic?” 
said one of the 8 1 triumphantiy. That is 
to say, that tho Fire Department in dealing with 
the one, and the Health Department in tighting 
the other, ought first of all to enact and prociaim 
a law absolutely prohibiting both. If they don't 
do that, but if instead of that the 
like reasonable 
regulations aad may 
be available, and limit and 
Jessen the ravages of the fire and epidemic, 
then, forsooth, they are to be rded as aiders 
and abettors of arson and yellow-fever and 
every other epidemic! This is the argument to 
which every man whose conscience is properly 
enlightened will subscribe. Those who make it 
do not distinctiy claim that their consciences 
are more acutely sensitive to right, their moral 
nature more sound and enlightened than that of 
the Divine Bei himselt. But they might as 
well; for He made laws regulating and restrict- 
ing polygamy without at once prohibiting it: 
and also laws for ameliorating and lessening the 
evils of Hebrew slavery without at once stamp- 
ing itout. How such etherealized moral na- 
tures can endure that “complicity with crime” 
which consists in Lying in this evil world, is one 
of the unexplaiued marvels of today.

It was 
at first thought tha: ue’ ‘could not survive 
many hours, b at present his condition is 
more favorable, and he bas a chance for re- 
covery. 

Bad feeling has undoubtedly existed between 
the participants fora long time, only waiting 
for a favorable opportunity to crop out. A re- 
volver of 8-calibre was found about 100 yards 
from the scene of the tragedy, but proved to 
belong to young Moore, and wasempty. Moore 
claims the loads were shot out saortly after 
leaving town in the evening. The revolver 
used by Keys was a large une, about 38-calibre, 
and was heid so close to the face of Stanley as 
to leave burnt powder marks on his face. 


FARANTA’S VARIETIES. 


Further Details of the Fatal Panic in a 
New Orleans Theatre. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 19.—[Courier-Journal.]— 
The disaster at Faranta’s Varieties performance 
last night was greater than at first reported. Ten 
persons were badly injured,and many others 
more or less burt. Mrs. Jobn Eckert died of der 
injuries shortly after being taken to the hospit- 
al. Mrs. Villa is dangerously, perhaps fatally, 
hurt. Miss Gertrude Villa received serious in- 
ternal injuries, and her little sister, 7 years old, 
was also severely bruised. Willie Zengie, Albert 
Bernadas, and John E. Maxmillan were thrown 
down and badly burt. The latter was picked up 
in an insensible condition. His injuries are re- 
garded as dangerous. Others badiy hurt were 
Theodore Sura, leg broken; Joseph Richards, 
left arm broken; Thomas Hines and Dominique 
Kummel, severely bruised in various parts of 
‘the body. Many persons who were more or less 
hurt went directiy bome, and their names were 
not secured by the police. 

The show people showed great coolness, and 
did what they could to check the panic. As 8000 
as it was discovered that the fire was of no con- 
sequence, only about tive feet in diameter being 
burued out of the canvas, and a siagle bucket 
of water proving sufficient to extinguish it, the 
manager ordered the band to strike up and the 
performance to proceed. About two-thirds of 
the audience at ‘dui resumed their seats, the 
notes of the bane having a most magical effect 
in restoring order. The sensible conduct of 
Faranta seemed to strike the police as ex- 
ceedingly improper, for as soon as the 
— was over he was promptly arrested. 

e panic did not last longer than ten 
or fifteen seconds, but during that time 
the large crowd was wild with terror. 
The weak were thrown down by the strong, 
and the frightened throng soon choked the nar- 
row entrance, near which men, women, and 
children were crushed in an indiscriminate 
mass, and those who lost their foot were 
trawpled upon by the fear-maddened mob. The 


men displayed even greater terror than the } 
sed their superior strength to 


women, and u 
thrust aside all who stood in their way to the 
door. A single policeman at the entrance en- 
deavored to restore order by threatening to 
club the crowd as it came Sogn J out; but he 
was instantly brushed aside, and before he 
could get out of the way was badly battered. 
Faranta was taken before Recorder Ford to- 
day, but the charge that be continued his per- 
formance during the time of the disaster was 
so preposterous dit the rder did not en- 
tertain it. He was 2 to ive bond, how- 
ever, to await further investigation, the Re- 
corder holding that sufficient exits had not been 
provided.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were very irreg- 
ular yesterday. Provisions were quiet, corn very 
active, and there was a fair volume of trading 
in wheat and oats. Provisions were relattveiy 
steady, while grain was strong early, then weak- 
ened, and rallied later, closing firm. 

Provisions were quiet and firmer. Pork closed 
ze above the latest price of Monday, at $18.42% 
for May. Lard closed with no material change, 
at $11.40 for May; and short ribs closed 2%c 
higher, at $9.95 for May. Prices were a shade 
lower all round early in the day, in sympathy 
with grain, then advanced (0c on pork), fell 
back, and closed as above noted. The local hog 
market was rather sparingly supplied, 
and quoted strong, which tended to sustain 
prices of products; but rather by reducing the 
number of sellers than by increasing the list of 
buyers. There were a few purchasing orders 


from New York, but the trading was chiefly of 


the scalping order, and varied in tone slightly 
with the movement in grain circies. There was 
a moderate shipping demand for meats. On the 
afternoon call the market was steady. 

Flour was rather more active, though there 
was very little doing except in the lower grades, 
a few lots of which were taken by exporters. 
Home buyers held back. There was no quoted 
change in prices, but some operators said the 
volume of offerings is decreasing. Bran and 
other coarse milistuffa were rm. 

‘Wheat was moderately active and badly un- 
settied, but ata nigher range. The market fell 
back %c early, advanced le, declined &. and 
reacted, closing %c above the latest prices of 
Monday, at 81.05 % for April and $1.10% for May, 
with a little more preference for the June de- 
livery. There Was rather sharp selling at the 
outset, due to reports of a 6d per quarter de- 
cline in Liverpool. The subsequent advance 
seemed to be caused by the receipt of advi 
that serious damage had been discovered in 
wheat felds of Ohio and Indiana. The only ap- 
perent motive for the later break was the re- 
port that money was loaning in New York at 
over 20 per cent, and the circulation of unveri- 
fied rumors of rain in California, while the fall- 
ting ot snow at St. Louis was hailed as a bear 
fact, the snow being said to de 
better than 80 much rain on the 
wheat fields. The last advance was probably in 
response to buying orders sent on receipt of the 
earlier news of strength. There is little change

THE MILLION SOON TO BE. 


When, within a few years, the pulation of 
the county will reach a round million, the rural 
character of the country towns will become less 
and less marked, and will tend more and more 
towards urban habits, tastes, and wants. The 
continued improvement in ‘cheap and rapid 
transit will still more distribute the thrifty and 
industrioas portion of our population over the 
outiying territory, and whose aid and co- 
operation will be still more urgentiy needed in 
shaping the policy of the Municipal Govern- 
ment. 

The proposed grant of power to extend the 
city limits is suggested by the growmg density 
of the population in the immediate vicinity of 
tne city; the continuation of the principal 
streets running north and south, and the reg- 
ularly numbered transverse streets to the south- 
ern limite of Hyde Park. The extension of the 
city to any considerable extent will of necessity 
involve the question of drainage. Hence the 
proposed division into drainage districts, each 
of which would be substantially relieved from 
asseasinents for that purpose except tor its own 
drainage. 

The suggestion for a division of the city into 
wards, based upon the number of qualified 
electors rather than upon the total population, 
will be apparent when it is known that in cer- 
tain localities the alien and infant population 
greatly exceeds the same ciasses in other dis- 
tricts. The ratio of qualified electors to consti- 
tute a ward would now give the city twenty-five 
such wards, and with a liberal extension of the 
city limits probably about thirty, giving sixty city 
members in the Board of Supervisors, to some 
twenty-five from the country towns, making 
that body about as numerous as the Senate of 
the United States When a few more States shall 
have been admitred—a number small enough 
for the ready dispatch of business, and large 
enough to be reasonably secure from the bland- 
ishments of 41 dy a0 influences which some- 
times approach legislative assemblies. The lim- 
itation of the number and duration of the ses- 
sions, and of the per diem and mileage of the 
members of both boards, would contine the cost 
of the legislative department within reasonable

He 
bad a great faculty for imitauon, and was 
known as one of the finest deciaimers in 
America. He was courteous and polished in 
manner, and agreeable and entertaining in 
conversation. If be had been thrown vn his 
own resources for support, and bad been com- 
pelied to fighta h struggle with tne world, 
he would have undoubtedly risen to more than 
local eminence in his profession. 

In 1836 a lartwe number of lawyers came to 
Chicago, among them Esra Peck, S. Morris. 
and Justin Buttertield. Of Morris the speaker 
said that it could pot be spoken of him that he 
was an ordinary man. is education had not 
been systematic nor thorough, but he had 
great vigor of mind, and his —— power of 
analysis, and his zealous ap ot lier in his 
cause made him a formida 12 — before 
the jury, and he Was said to have often carried 
his cases by main strength against the law and 
the fact. e was elected District Judge, but, 
thinking that he was better fitted for practice, 
soon returned to it, 

E. G. Ryan, another early lawyer, was char- 
acterized as a man of extensive culture and fine 
education, but whose unfortunate infirmity of 
temper did him great injury in the eyes of his 
fellows. 

Judge Goodrich closed with an anecdote o 
Lincoin just before he left Springtield for Wash. 
ington. As lecturer was tak his leave

man ever lived who, finding the burden of re- 
sponsibility upon him much greater than he 
could bear, did not look up for the aid of some

THE WINE OF SCRIPTURE. 


No Ground for Doubt that It Was Fer- 
mented — Dr. Merrick Johnson's 
Change of Views, 

The Rev. 8. H. Kellogg, of the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary, bas addressed the following 
communication to the Pittsburg (Pa.) Telegraph: 

ALLEGHENY, March 16, 1883.—Many friends of 
Dr. Herrick Johnson, formerly pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian Church in this city, will de 
interested to know thai he has publicly retracted 
opinions once expressed by him, and often 
quoted as authority, concerning the retognition 
in the Bible of such a thing as * fermented wine.“ 
The Philadelphia Record of March 10 quotes 
his words on the “two-wine theory” from the 
Cincinnati Christian Standard, as follows: 
“There seemed to be some evidence for it, but 
the more 1 investigated the more I became sat- 
ised that the theory could not stand, and years 
and years ago | abandoned it altogether. A 
fuller study of subject has satisfied me that the 
use of untermented wine is without recoguiuon 
in any respectabie authority.’ 

The same articie in the Record which contains 
these words of Dr. Johnson gives to the same 
effect the testimony of the eminent Biblical 
scholar, Prof. Green, of Princeton Theologica! 
Seminary, in the followmg language: “My un- 
besitating conviction is that wine, in the Bible 
and out of it, means the fermented juice of the 
grape; and that when approved or disapproved 
this is not due to the different character of the 


wine itself, but to its rational or immoderate 


use. 
We are moved to give publicity to these testi- 
monies because we feel that the evil of drunk- 
erness is quite too extensive and serious, ana 
the need of reform in regard to this one of our 
Nation's sius is quite too imperative, for the in- 
terests of the temperance cause to be imperiled, 
as they so often are, by insisting on theories 
which assurediy cannot ultimately stand before 
candid scuolarship and thorough and impartial 
investigation, and which have been in fact re- 
jected and repudiated by the great body of 
Christian scholars from the days of Christ to the 
present time. And it seems to us, as to many, 
that When men would even intrude witn this 
modern theory into the bollest sapctuary of the 
Christian faith, and, in the supposed interests of 
„moral reform,“ venture even to alter ordi- 
nanoes appointed by our blessed Lord Himeeif, 
it is time to call attention to testimonies such as 
those given, amoog others, by t two hon- 
ored and trusted ministers of the Church of 
Christ. S. H. KELLoaa.

Inspector Henshaw Explains the True 
Inwardness of the Fargo Post-(flice 
Troubles. 

The following dispatch was published in Tan 
TRIBUNE of the 17th: 

St. PAUL, Minn., March 16.—[Special.]—A Far- 
go (Dak.) speciai to the Pioneer-Preas says Post- 
Office- lnospector Henshaw, of Chicago, late last 
evening finished the work ot checking up atrairs 
atthe Fargo Post-Office and found Postmaster 
Grant owed the department $2,640. Mr. Grant 
hus a claim against the Government for more 
than that amount, and held the money by the 
advice of his attorney. Henshaw demanded the 
money and Grant paid it within two hours. 
Henshaw swore outa warrant six hours after 
and bad Grant arrested. Grant then had him 
arrested for perjury. An examination was bad 
before United States Commissioner Foster this 
morning, wbo dismissed Grant, as he said there 
was no evidence to hold bim. Henshaw was 
discharged on motion of Grant’s attorney. Mr. 
Grant resigned sometime since, the resignation 
to take effect April 1. Mr. Grant got mad and 
turned the office over to his bondsmen, Wo are 
now runoing it until the commission of Col. 
Lyner, now Postmaster, arrives. The affair has 
created considerable talk. 

Inspector Henshaw says he was instructed to 
investigate the Fargo office, and if be found the 
Postmsater short in his accounts to make a de- 
mand for the money, and if he didn’t bave or 
could not pay it tocalion bis bondsmen for it, 
put them in charfe of the office, and arrest nim.

The Standard Oil Company at Last 
Defeated in an Attempt to An- 
nihilate a Rival. 


The First National Bank Not Entitled 
to Any Relief in Contested 
Tax Cases. 


It Disdained to Go Before the Board of 
Equalization and Thereby Lost Its 
Rights in Equity. 


The Fish-Beidler Case Becoming Amusing—A Bor- 
rower Brought Up on a Capias—Judg- 
ments—The Call. 


The Standard Oi Company Fatis in Its 
Attempts to Annihilate a Rival. 
The operations of that vast monopoly, the 
Standard Oil Company, have probably been 
watched by many with attention, and the recent 
decision of Judge Church, of the Crawford 
County Court, of Pennsylvania, in which the 
Standard Oil Company was deteated in its boid 
attempt to annthilate a rival, will prove in- 
teresting. The suit in question was a bill fied 
by the Tidewater Pipe Company and its man- 
agers against certain of its stockhaiders and 
the Standara Oil Company to restrain them from 
assuming to act as mahagers of the Tidewater 
Pipe Line, or from interfering in auy manner 
with its property or business. The difficulty 
arose out of a contest to get pos- 
session oof the Tidewater Pipe Line. 
The by-laws of the company provided 
for an annual election to be held the third 
Wednesday of each year for the selection of tive 
managers. The managers in office were to ap- 
point two tellers to act at the election, and the 
latter were to conduct the election, decide oa 
the qualification of voters, and the form, regu- 
larity, and legality of the votes offered, receive 
and count such votes as iu their judgment were 
legal and were offered by duly qualitied mem- 
bers or proxies, and when the election was 
closed, were to-count the votes and deciare the 
result. On the day set for the election the de- 
fendants, Jonn Satterfield, T. S. McFariand, aod 
D. B. Stewart, together with H. L. Taylor, E. G. 
Patterson. J. L. McKinney, and G. A. Berry. 
went to the plaintit company's office and pro- 
to Ortunize a sburehoiders’ meet- 
ing. The only other persons present were D. 
MeKeivy and A. N. Perrin, two of the plaintiffs, 
who in behalf of absent sharehvoiders and mana- 
gers protested against the legality of the pro- 
proceedings ag being Viviative of the rules 
and regulations of the association.

and two of tbe piainriffs, B. Gowan 
and J. R. Keene, were duly elected as sucn man- 
agers. It is claimed by the piaintiffs that this 
whole proceeding was utterly outside any law, 
that the proposed attempt of any one claiming 
title under the so-called election is contrary to 
law, prejudicial to the rights ot plaintiffs’ com- 
pany and the present managers thereof, and 
ought to be restrained by injuaction. 
THE DECISIONS. 
Judge Church, after discussing at great length 
the questions in the case, decided as follows: 
First—Tuat tab court has equitabie juris- 
diction over the parties and subject matter of 
this suit and can apply equitable remedies there- 


or. , 

Second—That the plaintiff company has a 
right to make proper and reasonable rules aud 
regulations for the government of tne associa- 
tion and its members, and that those it did make 
were reasonabie and proper and not in violation 
of the Constitution or laws of the Commun- 
weaith nor of pubiie policy. 

Third—That according to these rules the pro- 
ceedings of the annual meeting were illegal; 
that the election teliers were not lawfully ap- 
pointed: that their assuming to act as such 
made them neither de facto nor de jure officers; 
that they could not and did pot hold any iawful 
election, and that their certificate conferred no 
right nor title upon the recipieuts thereof to act 
thereunder. 

Fourth—That one joint Trustee of the trust 
shares or interest had no right to act or vote in 
the absence of ‘his co-Trustees, and that such 
vote was au Hiegai one. 

Fifth—That powers of attorney for voting 
swere not lilegal nor contrary to public policy 
but under the rules of the compaoy confer 
the right to vote and act thereunder upon the 
grantee of an atto y under the power and 
that the rejection of these votes was illegal. 

Sixth—That the members of plaintiif’acom- 
pany did not under the rules of the cempany 
and under the law have the power of cumulilat- 
ing their votes on any smaller number of man- 
agers than the number Gxed by the association's 
own orgauic law. 

It | buva succeeded in establishing these posi- 
tions, it follows that the defendants have no 
color of titie to the offices they claim, and that 
the plaintifl’ company and its present board of 
managers have the right to the injunction 
remedy of this court to restrain any interfer- 
ence upon the part of the defandants with the 
business affairs or property of plaintiffs’ part- 
nersbip association. The pretiminary injuac- 
tion heretofore issued is continued until tinal 
hearing or until the further order of the court. 


The First National Bank Tax Case. 

Judge Moran yesterday morning decided the 
motion for injunction in the case of the First 
National Bank against C. J. Adams, South-Town 
Collector. and County-Treasurer Seipp. This 
was a bill for an injunction to prevent the col- 
lection of about $19,000 taxes on the capital 
stock of the bank on the ground that the vaiua- 
tion had not been uviform with that of otber 
corporations of like character; that according 
to the rule adopted by the Assessor—that ol 
adding the capital, surplus, and undivided 
protits, and subtracting the value of the real 
estate and 8 per cent of the bills receivabie— 
the complainant would be enabied to escape all 
taxation on its shares of capital stock. The 
Judge held the bank was not entitled to any re- 
lief ause it had failed to appear before the 
County Board of Equalization to have its vaiu- 
ation equalized if too bigh. The bank having 
disdained to submit itself to that tribunal, was 
without any remedy in a court of equity, the 
motion for injunction would be overruled and 
the bill dismissed for want of equity. 


Continuation of the Trial of the Fish- 
Beidler Case. 

The Fish-Beidier trespass case was on trial 
all day yesterday before Judge Barnum and de- 
veloped considerable merriment. The first wit- 
ness was Dr. Graves, who testified that ne saw 
the crowd gathering on the morning of May 8, 
1882, in front of Fish’s store, No. 530 West 
Madison street. He went into the store 
and warned Miss Jones, Fish’s cashier, and 
she locked the front door. The crowd 
then went around tothe back door and com- 
menced to break iu. Sykes was the ringleader, 
and gave directions tothe rest of the raiders. 
They were refused admittance to the store and 
then threw flower- pots, chunks of dirt, etc., un- 
til they broke the glass. The door was then 
opeued by putting an arm in through the broken 
giass, and the crowd rushedin. They first tore 
down the partitions in the tear of the store 
whictt bad been used to separate the living 
rooms from the front port, and then began 
tearing up the counters and other fixtures. 

Miss Amanda Jones, the cashier of Fish, and 
the only one in the store when the moo 
broke in, testified that they came in the 
back door after she had locked it and 
the front door. Sykes ordered her out 
of the store. She replied cooily that she had been 
left there to stay and take charge of the piace, 
and she proposed to stay. She did stay all the 
time the crowd was gutting the store. They 
acted in a very careicss manner, and caused. in 
ber opinion, considerabie unnecessary damage. 
The witness Was very quiet and retirmg in her 
manner, and would hardiy be selected as one 
who would défy a posse of men as she did. 

Mr. MeOarthy, a genuine wild Irishman, was 
the next witness. His testimony went to cor- 
roborate that of Miss Jones, but he distinguished 
himself on the cross-examination when Mr. 
Van Buren started io to demolish him, and met 
with a Waterloo. The wit would evapora 
in any attempt to condense it in a synopsis 6f 
his evidence, but he kept the audience in a state 
of merriment that was hardly to be restrained 
within bounds. ) 

Several other witnesses testified to the amount 
of damage Fisu had sustained, and the piaintiff 
then rested his case. The evidence for the de- 
fense will u today. 

An Overfree Borrower Meets with

FALSE REPRESENTATIONS—PROMISE TO PAY 
FORTHCUMING PROFITS,

NEGLIGENCE—CONSTRUCTING NEW BUILD- 
ING-—INJURY TO ADJOINING BUILDING— 
PARTY WALL. 

H tore down two buildings on his property and 
then begun the construction of a new nouse which 
was to be a story bigher than the former build- 
ings; ana the foundation was also deeper. In the 
pert wail, Which was oid and required support, 

ut which was not put up, girders were fixed. 

The architect observing the neglect directed 

that the support shouid be supplied, but before 

t could be done gave way, and, H's house set- 

ting, the adjoinuig house was injured. The 

negligent act arose in the making up a stair- 
case, and it was arguea that if the workmen of 
the contractors nad been employed merely to 
fix che staircase, and if they had commit 

negligent actin working at it, the contractors 
and not the owner were responsibie. In this 
case, Percival vs. Hughes. the English Court of 

Appeals, in altirming the judgment below, 

through Lord Justices Baggaliay and Brett, 

said: The originai intention of the defendant 

was to pull down the two old houses and build a 

new one in their stead, and the fixing of the 

staircase was a part of the plan, and cannot De 
separated from it. There was an omission on 
the part of the defendant to fulfill the duty be 
owed to plaintiff to defend his property from in- 
jury; it was his duty to prevent neg! t acts, 
whether of omission or commission. e cannot 
delegate bis daty so as to get ridof his liability.” 

OPTION CONTRACTS~-WHEN VALID OR NOT. 
In an action to recover forabreachof con- 

tract to sell the defense was made that the trans - 
action was a gambling one in options. On th 
trial of the case, Union National Bank of Chi- 
como vs. Carr, in the United States Circuit Court, 
District of lowa, all that was proven on this de- 
tense were these facts: That the defendant was 
dealing in options, through his broker. on the 
Board ot Trade; that he faileato put up tne re- 
quired margins; and that the transactions were 
Settied ata heavy loss, which was charged to 
him. Judge Love,in decidingin favor of the 
plaintiff, said: The evidence falls far short of 
what is necessary to establish illegality in con- 
tracts of this kind. All option contracts are 
not illegal, the incident of putting up mar- 
gins amoutſts to nothing unless the contract it- 
selt is legal. The validity of ‘option’ contracts 
depends upon the mutual intention of the 
parties. If it. is the bona-fine intention of the 
seller to detiver,orthe buyer to pay, and the 
option consists merely in the time of the deliv- 
ery within agiven time, the contract is valid. if 
the contract itself is lawful, the puttmg up of 
margins to cover losses which may accrue from 
the fluctuation of prices in the final settlement 
of the transacti accord to the usages and 
rules of the Board of Trade, is entirely legiti- 
mate and proper.“ 

NEGLIGENCE IN DISCHARGING FREIGHT— 
ALLEGED ORDER TO DISCHARGE — EVI 
DENCE, 

A libel was tiled, Fleming vs. The Steamship 
Staindiff, in the United — Circuit Court. 8. 
D. of New York, to recover for dam to a 
large quantity of Portland cement ich was 
unloaded in threatening weather and damaged 
by the en@uing rain. Theshipowners gave evi- 
dence to prove that the barrels were discharged 
from the vessel by the direct orders of the con- 
signee, thuugh rain was ex ted. The dis- 
cbharging-clerk and cooper of the ship testitied 
that the consignee requested the unloading of 
the freight, as he expected a lighter to remove it 
that day. The clerk suid that he objected to 
unload because of the weather, but that the 
libelant said be would waten and protect it. 
This testimony the libelant contradicts. it was 
shown that that ship arrived on Oct. 2; that the 
freight was paid Oct. 3; on Oct. 3 of the 
1,000 Darreis 52 barrels were unloaded and ac- 
vepted; that on Oct. 4 light showers oceurred In 
the forenoon, and that further rain wags treat- 
ened; that on Oct. 4 621 barreis were discharged 
on the dock and g barrels delivered to a 
lighter, all sne would take because of the rain; 
that late on the aiternoon of Oct. 4 it rained 
hard, and as the coment was uncovered it was 
wet and damaged; that the libelant gave an 
order for 106 barrels on Oct. 4; that the delivery 
to the lighter was not from the dock,but from the 
sbip itseif. Judge Wallace, ja giving the libelant 
a decree for damages, said: The shipowners 
have not shown satisfactorily that the libelant 
ordered the discbarge of the cement. He could 
not be bound to look after the barrels until they 
were delivered to him on the dock. The proof 
indicates pretty clearly that 605 of these barreis 
bad been put on the dock at the time of the al- 
leged interview between the libelant and the 
clerk and cooper. Besides, it is showa that the 
dock was so crowded with the discharging 
freight that the cement could not be removed 
except with difficulty,ifatall. I must conclude 
that those in ubarge of the steamer were so so- 
licitous to discharge ber cargo that they vegiect- 
ed tu protect the cement, and that the libelant 
must have his damages.“ 

CARRIER—DAMAGES FOR . FAILURE TO DE- 

LIVER FREIGHT. 


A merchant in Baltimore sued a railway com- 
pany for damages for failing to carry and de- 
liver freight to nim which wus necessary to his 
business, and claimed that he should be allowed, 
in addition to the actual loss on the g 
damage he suffered iu his business for want of 
the goods. In this case—Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company vs. Pumphrey—the Court 
of Appeals of Maryland, through Judge 
Stone, suid: “The. measure of damages 
in these cases is the actual loss, valuing the 
goods at their destination; but thereis no lia- 
bility on the part of the carrier for the injury to 
plaintiff’s business, for the contract to carry did 
not contemplate any responsibility for such 
damages.“ 5 
CHATTEL, MORTGAGE — AFTER-ACQUIRED 

PROPERTY—PAROL PROOF. 

In a chattel mortgage a machine was included 
which was not in the possession of the mortg r 
atthe time the mortgage was — but 
shortly after be received it. Nothing was said 
in the mortgage about its application to after- 
acquired property. In acontest over this ma- 
chine—Montgomery vs. Chase—the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, through Judge Mitchell, 
said: A chattel mortgage will not cover at ter- 
acquired property unless it expressly so pro- 
vides. It is immaterial that the parties may 
have intended that it should bave that effect. 
The mortgage cannot be chauged. or its legal 
effect altered, by any parol agreement or un- 
derstanding between the parties at the time of 
its execution. The instrument must speak for 
itself. It will not help matters to say that the 
description in the mortgage calls for property 
not then owned by the mortgagers, and there- 
fore it may be shown by extrinsic evidence that 
they intended to include property of that de- 
scription then expected to be acquired, This 
mode of beiping out the written instrument is 


liable to the same objection.’ 


RENT--APTER FIRE-—STEAM-POWER TO BE 
SUPPLIED, 

The whole of a mill was leased and occupied 
by 8, except the basement and other adjoining 
parts, which the landlord occupied for bis ma- 
chinery. Be the lease the rent was £700, pay- 
able quarterly. for the occupation and the 
steam-power. The rent was stated as one sum 
—there was no division for the buildimg and the 
steam- power, and in the lease there was no pro- 
vision that the rent should cease if the building 
should be burned. About the endof the first 
quarter the mill was burnt; it was not rebuilt, 
and no fresh machinery was put ja; but at the 
end of the year the landlord sued for £425 rent 
and recovered a 2 ln this case, Mar- 
shall vs. Schotield, the defendant appeaied to 
the English Court of Appeal, who alflirmed the 
judgment through Lord Justice Baggailay, who 
said: It is recognized law as to a house that 
where the house has been burned the tenant 
pays the rent ag if the house was uninjured, in 
the absence of an agreementto the contrary. 
It is true that the tenant may have no enjoy- 
ment of the property, but there can be no ques- 
tion nowadays that be must still pay the rent.
